DWR Employee Judged 


Victim of Discrimination 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 A high- 
ranking employee of the State 
Department of Water Resources 
(DWR) has been found to be the 
victim of racial discrimination， 
according to a ruling by the State 
Personnel Board，The board or- 
dered DWR to retroactively ap- 
point Robert Y.D， Chun of 
Pasadena，CA., to the position of 
principal engineer in the Southern 
District with full back salary. 

Chun filed a diserimination 
complaint with the board in 
January,， 1979, after being denied 
promotion to the high-level man- 
agement Position when a male 
Caucasian from DWR's headquar- 
teis at Sacramento was selected. 
DWR had failed to appoint Chun 
despite _ his record of excellent 
Performance in a management 
post for the past 15 years， 


according to an article in the 
Pac 访 c Citizemt 
QUALIEFIED 
Evidence revealed that Chun 
had been _ recommended by his 
Supervisor as the most qualified 
candidate， 


that he had been 


commended for his performance 
while serving in an acting capacity 
on _ the same position，and no 
minority had ever been appointed 
to this _ high level post， It was 
further shown that DWR had also 
failed to establish affirmative 
action goals for the Position as 
required by state law. 

The board was not persuaded 
by DWR's argument that Asian 
Ameiicans were overly repre- 
sented in the engineer classes 
when compared to numerical 
pariity figures for the civilian labor 
force. Chun's attorney，Frank 人 A. 
Iwama of Sacramento， countered 
DWR's position by quoting fom 
thie board's own 1976 special 
report on the status of Asian and 
Filipino employees in the Califor- 
nia state _ civil service， showing 
Asians lower repIesentation in 
higher ranking jobs.
